I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
upon  matters  affecting  the  Public  Health  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  "1963. 

Housing 


During  1963  good  progress  continue 8 to  be  made  to 
increase  the  housing  accommodation , as  reported  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  demand 
for  Old  Folkrs  Bungalows  far  exceeds  the  supply. 

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  water  supply  was  taken  over  by 
the  Pembrokeshire  'Water  Board.  A number  of  objections 
were  raised  about  the  Ritec  supply  being  used,  particular 
ly  about  the  amount  of  chlorine  necessary,  but  this  suppl 
is  only  to  be  a temporary  one. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  a number  of  cases  of  suspected  food- 
poisoning little  anxiety  has  been  caused  by  infectious 
diseases  during  recent  years.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
see  that  there  were  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  and  for  a second  consecutive  year  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 

Again  I should  like  to  emphasize  how  important  a 
part  the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living. 

I should  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
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thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for 
their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation,  and  to  include 
in  this  my  thanks  to  my  clerk  for  all  her  help.

The  general  death  rate  remains  slightly  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  County  and  for  England  and  Wales,  but  is  lower 
than  it  was  last  year.  Of  the  nine  deaths  from  malignant  dis- 
ease, only  one  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  The  highest 
number  of  deaths  in  any  group  occurred  from  heart  disease, 
which  accounted  for  22  of  the  total  of  63  deaths.  Approxi- 
mately GG.Gfo  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
aged  over  JO  years,  and  47. 8/0  of  these  occurred  in  persons 
aged  over  80  years.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council, 
which  has  eight  ambulances  in  the  County  and  an  arrange- 
ment for  the  provision  of  cars  for  "sitting  cases".  The 
Tenby  Ambulances  are  ope rated  on  a garage  arrangement 
basis  by  Jeremy's  Garages  Limited  and  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society  is  most  helpful  in  providing  voluntary 
attend  ants.

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  an  additional  23  one 
bedroom  bungalows  for  the  aged  to  be  erected  on  the  Heywood 
Court  site,

Tenders  were  invited,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  for  the 
supply  of  a new  12  cubic  yard  refuse  collection  vehicle,  to 
be  delivered  in  the  spring  of  I96I4..  This  vehicle  is  necessary 
to  replace  the  Be dford,  which  has  been  in  constant  use  for 
over  9 years.

The  main  weakness  in  endeavouring  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  hygiene  in  catering  establishments  lies  in 
the  unavoidable  use  of  temporary  staff;  staff  drawn  not  only 
from  all  over  the  country  but  from  many  different  countries. 
This  presents  managements  with  a hard  task,  as  hygiene  is 
only  as  good  as  the  standard  set  by  the  least  hygieno  con- 
scious member  of  the  kitchen  staff.
